T IS an economic axiom that “the unemployed we have 


always with us.” No matter how far-reaching prosperity 
may be, there are always certain hapless and usually 
unskilled people who are out of work. 


One of the bequests of the recent slump in American) 


business is a very considerable factor of unemployment 
throughout the country. It has been estimated that as many 
as 4,000,000 men are out of work. In our great cities there 
is during the winter a floating population that comes in to 
take advantage of the work supplied by the need for snow 
removal. This year, as it happens, the snowfall in most 


sections of the country has been abnormally low, with the| 
result that this floating population has been reduced to/9.15-1015 P. M.—Atwater Kent!

The encouraging factor in these figures is the fact that 
at the beginning of 1926 the Ford Motor Company was at 
top production, while this year it is still struggling with 
the early problems of producing a new car. The chances 
are that during January last Ford production did not aver- | 
age over 400 cars per day. Obviously then production of | 
the companies other than Ford are running far ahead of | 
the record level established in 1926. With Ford gradually 
lifting his output, there ought to be no question that the 
months to come are going to be filled with broken records.

The association’s attorneys were | 


instructed to prepare a draft of the 
proposed law that would afford bet- 
ter and more rapid remedies against 


wildcatters, to maintain rights of | 
certificate operators, or franchise | 


holders, which are regulated by the 
State. 

State-wide advertising of motor 
coach travel was advocated, this to 
include booklets containing scenic 
beauties in various sections that can 
be reached by motor bus. 

President Ellington's report 
showed material gains in motor 
coach travel and receipts. During 
1926, the latest year that definite 
figures are available, total receipts 
were $4,371,199, compared to $3,495,- 
000 during 1925. In 1926 over ten 
million passengers were carried in 
this state, compared to 8,000,000 the 
year before. For drivers’ wages, 
$784,500 was spent in 1926, with 
other items following: Gasoline, 
$54,951; tires, $301,900; repairs, $608,- 
300, and: taxes, $443,299. 

The report makes this statement: 
“This makes a grand total of $2,633,- 
000 returned to the people of the 
state and is represented in addi- 
tional homes and happiness to our 
commonwealth.” 

The convention was well attended 
and given over to a thoughtful study 
‘of the industry, with plans for con- 
‘tinued improvement during 1928.

GASOLINE STOCKS 


LOWEST IN YEARS 


Market Firm in Cen- 
tral States as 
Result 


Chicago, Feb. 28.—The gasoline 
market in the Central states con- 
tinues to show strength with 
stocks, in number of days’ supply 
on hand, far below anything re- 
corded at this time in recent 
years. Both large and small oper- 
ators in the oil industry are mak- 
ing determined efforts to induce 
a reversal in 1928 of the declining 
tendency of oil prices and profits 
of oil companies which occurred 
on an increasingly severe scale 
throughout last year. 

A significant step in the ime 
provement thus far registered is the 
restoring of normal or near-normal
